budget system bill is now unnnimousy 
reported in Congress by a committee 
representing leaders of both parties.

Beef clubs or rings and co-operatlvo 


butcher shops are two of the plans 
being used by American farmers to re- 
duce the cost of meat for their tables. 
The co-operiitlve butcher shop Is re- 
garded as an outgrowth of the beef 
clubs, which In varying forms bhve 
been In opentloa for many years. 


Typical examples of the beef cluha 


hare beeu'reported to the U, S. De- 
partment of Agriculture from 
the 


coastal pl^|n of South Carolina. Many, 
of.the clubs have-* membership of 
eight farmers, but,most of them have 
sixteen. Operations":of the club start. 


Som« American Dnttei Beef. 


In the spring, when the first member 
on the list furnishes a beef for killing. 
The slaughtering Is done by a man 
hired for tho purpose and who usually 
receives the /'fifth quarter," such ns 
Uie hide, heart and liver, as his pay. 
The beef Is divided Into as mnny 
parts UK there nre members of the club. 


The-next week a second 
member 


furnishes the beef, and so on for eight 
or sixteen weeks, the various portions 
of meat being rotated among the 
members so that each/gets a propor- 
tionate share of the choice cuts and of 
the poorer cuts. 


The beef is weighed after the ani- 


mal la dressed nnd thus the pounds 
furnished by each member are known. 
At tho end of the season settlement Is 
made by any members who have not 
furnished their full shares. 


How Plan Developed. 


In nn Town farming community, ob- 


lection was found to those tef" rife 
jccause each household had to con- 
sume a stated amount of beef on slated 
days during the week In order that the 
available supply would he disposed of 
economically. This tended'to make 
:ho beef diet monotonous nnd ultl- 
nately led to the amalgamation of the 
beef rings Into a co-operntive butcher 
shop. 


Each member owns one share of 


stock in the project, and In his turn 
'urnlshea one .head of cattle or as 
many sheep or hogs as nre dealred for 
slaughter." The members are credited 
with the dressed weight of the live 
stock provided minus n shrinkage of 
15 per cent. They receive coupon 
books 
equivalent In value 
to 
the 


amount of meat furnished, allotments 
being apportioned eqaal In steaks, 
roasts and boiling pieces. 


Each memlier Is privileged to pur- 


chase as much or as little meat as he 
wishes nnd at any time he can "cash 
n" on his coupon book at the prcvnll- 
ng prices. 
Surplus meat Is sold to 


he locnl trade at from 5 to 7 cents 
ower per pound than the retail butch- 
ers charge for similar cuts In grades 
f meat. It Is reported. 


Good Meat Required. 


It Is required that all animals be In 


>rime market condition when they ere 
delivered.at the co-operative shop; 
that they be subjected to both ante- 
mortem and post-mortem examination, 
and that the cattle must not be more 
than two years old at 
th<> time of 


laughter. 
Like the beef rings, this meat dis- 


tributing organization Is strictly co- 
operative and distinctly under farmer 
control. 
It pays no dividends.

up, 23 per cent above 101* and 'price 
of crops and live stock also advanced, 
but only by 12 per cent, A reversal 
-of the relativity- of these movements 
•appeared In-. 1D17, when land value 
gained only 88 per cent on 1014 and 
crops nnd live stock gained 74 per cent. 
The divergence Increased In 
IfllS, 


since the gain above 10H was 60 per 
cent for land value and 07, per cent 
for crops and live stock. 


Fnrm land value Is supposed to be 


related, at any rate largely related, to 
tho net profit of farming, nnd In fact 
It Is pflen Eomewlmt affected even by 
single years of high or scant proflt, yet 
tho value of farm land advanced. In 
1015, although the prlco of crops and 
live; slock declined, In comparison with 
101-i, and gained relatively much more 
than price did In 1910; hut, on the 
other hand, Its relative gain In 1017 
nnd 1018 was for from equaling that 
of price. 
There hns been much diar 


parity, first on one side and then on 
the other, between the two movements 
of land value dnd produce prlco.

weakened tho demand for farms In tho 
last two years, nnd perhaps, also, tho 
net profit of fanning, because of ex- 
traordinary high cost of production, 
was not as grcnt as the high prlco of 
products would Indicate superficially.
